EEITOB JOUBNAI,: I haven't quite got 


over my amazement at the result of the 
last election. 
I was confidant all along 


we would win, bat such a complete

greatest expectation. 
The excitement 


held m* in its thrall to such a degree 
that I was forced to neglect yonr very 
interesting little sheet, but expect dar- 
ing this short session of Congress to re- 
sume my old habit of Bending it occa- 
sionally some of the goings-on at the 
Capital. 


Juat at present the minority m tbs 


Bouse are looking forward with eager- 
ness to the time when they oan take 
control. 
This is manifest in many 


ways. Tho Speakership is the burden 
of conversation, though a few behave 
the majority question is not yet settled. 
The extra session talk, and what meas- 
ures shall be allowed to go through are 
discussed with a calmness that positively 
means business. 


The second session of the Fifty-first 


Congress will confine its work as nearly 
as practicable to the passage of appro- 
priation bills, and to purely business 
questions, if indications generally noted 
at the beginning of a session are a cri- 
terion. 


Already the question of tho admission 


of Territories, has by a single objection 
baen defeated, though every lawUiy for 
discussion and amendment was ofrured. 
Thero is not the slightest doubt but 
what the Territories will be adoiUtml by 
the next Congress. Au " omnibus bill " 
was sprung on the first day c< this 
session, providing for the bringing iu of 
four Territories in a lump, bnt the op- 
position to New Mexico being admitted 
at this time, defeated it. 


A caucus of the Democrats is ou the 


tapis for next week, and an the senti- 
ment of that party favors a division of 
Dakota, and admission of the southern 
part has grown into favor among them, 
it seems to be the general impression 
that an amendment to the "Four State " 
bill will come up for consideration. 
The caucus will consider, as a party, 
what, they shall do iu respect to the ad- 
mission of the Territories, and the vari- 
ous propositions looking to National aid 
to public schools. 


An extra session is oue of the proba- 


bilities. It is wanted chiefly by the 
friends of the candidates for tbe Speak- 
ership. The scheme is being industri- 
ously worked up, and has rapidly grown 
in favor. 


Tbe Senate Taria bill will undoubtedly 


puss that body this session, that it will 
be the bill as framed last session is a 
question, as the many amendments 
that may be tagged to it, would somewhat 
change it, There is no doubt that the 
many Democrats in the Senate voted 
for the Mills bill under party coercion, 
and the prospects are that these will 
combine with the Republicans, and the 
bill be passed in that way. The bill 
was up before tbe Senate yesterday and 
was discussed at length, the section 
placing alcohol used in the arts on the 
free list being thoroughly considered. 
Senator Sherinttu opposed the section. 
The members of tbe Senate Finance 
Committee, in discussing the probable 
date of the passage of tbe bill, Buy thit 
if there is no obstacle placed iu their 
way by the Democrats in the chamber, 
it will be out of the way before the 
Christmas holidays. 


Senator Stewart is in his seat, and 


ready to open tbe battle for silver, but 
I don't think tbe enemy will show it- 
self until after the holidays.

"When tbe idea of employing electri- 


city to light up tbe town of Reno was 
first broached, the project was looked 
upon by many as a losing proposition 
and that failure would attend the effort. 
Those who invested tbeir capital in 
this enterprise took an entirely 
differ- 


ent view of the matter, and encouraged 
by the common sense view that Beno 
was sure to grow and that the time 
would come in this progressive age 
when all modern improvements were 
necessarily bound to meet with favor, 
aacl that tbeir enterprise would find 
rendy patronage as the town improved, 
and its decided advantaga over the gas 
work-t becamo more manifest, launched 
their money into the venture and, as 
predicted, success has crowned tbe ef- 
fort. A settled custom is hard to up 
root, but by perseverance tbe old nys 
tern of lighting the town and also bus 
ness houses is gradually giving -way t 
the new m it hod, and under thebrtlfian 
rays of lightning tbe town presents 
bright and fine* p-ppearance. 


The organization of the electric ligh 


company was due to the efforts of J. L 
StevenBOD, who interested P. S. Hoi 
of San Francisco, E. G. Stevenaon, o 
Gold Hill, Nov., S. H. Taylor, of Sa 
Fmnciaoo, B. O. Maris, of llono, ani 
others iu tbe enterprise, with S. W 
Peek as superintendent of tha works 
The company was incorporated Octobe 
23d, 1886. 
The plant'was operated bj 


this company until May 23d, 
1887 


when the Stevenson boys and B. C 
Maris disposed of tbeir stock to H 
Rube, L. D. Folsom and S. W. Peck 
Recently another change in stockholder 
took pluoi by which tbe majority of tbi 
stock is i 'ued in Beno and the talanc 
is held by Sail Francisco parties. Here 
tofore tha case was reversed, San Fran 
Cisco parties holding tbe control.

this last change it will be seen that thr 
electric light works are virtually in the 
hands of our own people, who fully on 
derutand tbe field in which the plant is 
located and who will take a born* in 
terest in everything pertaining to th 
future welfare of the enterprise and on: 
town also. 


"When tha works were first starte< 


they had only a capacity ot 45 lamps 
but tbey were only patronized to th 
extent of 20 out of tbe full capacity o 
the dynamos. The system, however 
gradually grew in favor until tha fu! 
power 
was demanded, and foraeein 


the necessity of still greater capacity 
tbe plant was increased in power unti 
it now possesses a capacity of 95 lamps, 
all of wbicb are employed and orders 
for more lights coming in all the time 
Tbe preseut management propose, in 
view of rapidly increasing business, to 
still further increase the plant by thi 
addition of another dynamo, As yet 
however, the company are nndeternuaec 
as to the character and power of the 
new dynamo. 
They are considering 


two propositions, one being a 600 incan- 
desctnt lamp power and the other a 45 
aro lamp. 
One or ths other will cer- 


tainly be in operation at an early day. 


The company baa met with many ob- 


stacles aot known to the world, but 
have mastered them and now feel that 
tbey can,

Fire Boys. 


A special meeting of Beno Engine Co. 


No. 1, and WaahoeNo. 2, will be held 
to-night at 8:30 to galoot a Chief En- 
gineer. By order off the foremacs. 


several years to come. About one year 
ago an engine was purchased to du the 
work, but being an old fashioned, small 
affair, was totally inudequute to the 
work required of it. Tbe new one is 
especially adapted to the work, being a 
high speed latest improved automatic 
cut-off, and generally used in electric 
work. These engines are recognized as 
the most efficient for high speed work, 
such as is required for the rupniug of 
dynamos, and the one ullnded to has 
been thoroughly tested and given com- 
plete satisfaction. 
In connection with 


the engine a new boiler was purchased, 
and when operating jointly with the old 
boiler the steam room ;s increased over 
100 per cent, beiug able to generate 125 
horse power. These boilers are so ar- 
ranged tbat they can be operate 3 either 
separate or togatber, thereby preclud- 
ing o closing down of the works when 
rupairs on one boiler or tbe other be- 
come necessary. 
Attached to the boil- 


ers are what are termed in mechanical 
parlance an "inspirator" and an "in- 
jector" and also a vertical force pump. 
These aUaehtoents are necessary, ow- 
iug to the fact that a(l stoppages must 
be avoided. In feeding the two boilers 
any one of the three mentioned appli- 
ances can be worked. There is one 
p*ouliarity that has been attached to 
the engine that is worthy of mention. 
Where steam power is employed in any 
other capacity an engine can be stopped 
at any moment, if, for instance, a 
journal became heated, and thebeariogs 
oiled, but this would not do when it is 
employed in driving dynamos.

iusiant the machinery stopped tbe 
Tights Would go crat, In ttrdet to ob1-1 


viate tbe necessity of stopping, Super- 
intendent Peek' has attached to the 'en- 
gine at tbe wrist pin and cro.is head a 
novel oil cnp 
underneath wbicb in 


stretched a pieca of common lamp 
wick. The oil from the cup above, 
which is attached to the engine in such 
a manner that it is stationary, saturates 
the wioking alluded to. To the oil cup 
attached to the wrist pin is affixed what 
is termed a "scraper." When the en- 
gine makes a revolution this little 
"scraper" comes iu contact with the 
oiled wicking and robs it o! a certain 
quantity of oil which passes through (ha 
cnp to tbe bearing below. 
By this sim- 


ple but useful device every portion of 
the engine can ba lubricated without 
stopping or even checking the motion 
of the machinery. 


As before slated tha control of tbe 


works is now in the bands of Benoites, 
consisting of the following named gen- 
tlemen: Pierce Evans, H, Buhe, L. D. 
Folsom, W. J. Luke and S. \V. Peek. 
Pierce Evans is secretary of tbe com- 
pany and S. W. Pee'k, superintendent 
and manager. The prospects for the 
year 1888 are bright and it is to be 
hoped that the works will receive the 
earnest support and liberal patronage of 
our enterprising people and make them 
what they should be, a complete and 
lasting success. 


It is tbe intention of the present man- 


agement to offer the most liberal in- 
ducements to those occupying private 
residences, aud endeavor, if possible, 
to adopt tbe system of employing elec- 
tricity in lighting up their homes. This 
can be done at less cost than by tbe 
use of gas, oil or candles and will be at- 
tended with far less danger from fire. 
If this movement meets with favor, tbe 
new dynamo will be used for incan- 
descent lamp purposes. There ia no 
finer light in tha world than that shed 
by the incandescent lamp, aud there is 
no reusoa why tha GOO lamps or at 
least a large proportion of tb*m should 
not bo employed in private residences.
